Historical Sketch 


URING the middle or Jater eighties there was a small 
of young men in the Sunday School of Mount 
Vernon Place M. E. Church, South, taught by George 
P. Cannon, It was known as the “J, S, Gardner 
having been named for the Rev. J. S. Gardner, 
D. D., a noted minister of the Gospel in the Baltimore Conference. 
recently passed to his reward 

Owing to failing health Mr. Cannon removed from the city of 
Washington in the year 1888 and was succeeded by Charles D. Bulla, 
who continued as teacher of the class until April, 1804, when, called 
to a wider field of usefulness, he joined the Baltimore Conference of 
the M.E Church, South, and has been since engaged in the active 
work of the ministry 

Mr. Bulla was born and reared in the State of Missouri. He came 
to Washington in September, 1887, to accept a position in the War 
Department, which he held until he resigned to enter the ministry. 
In a recent letter from Mr. Bulla to the class historian, he says: 

“On my first Sunday in Washington, October 2, 1887, T went to 
Mount Vernon Place Church and was cordially received. Rey, Samuel 
W. Haddaway was pastor. During the seven and one-half years I 
was connected with Mount Vernon Place, I was identified with the 
work of the church, and formed the best friendships of my life. 
debtor to Mount Vernon Place beyond my ability to pay.” 

As a minister of the Gospel Mr. Bulla has served important 
charges in Roanoke and Winchester, Va., in Baltimore, Md., and is 
now serving his fourth year in Alexandria, Va. Soon after he took 
charge of the class a new name was given to it, and for a number of 
years it was known as the “David and Jonathan Class,” 

Mr. Bulla was succeeded as teacher by R. E. L. Smith, who 
successfully filled the important office until March, 1901, when,

having removed from Washington, he was succeeded by Arthur B. 
Pugh, the present teacher. 

Mr. Smith is a native of Maryland, a lawyer by profession, an 
earnest Christian gentleman, and has been for many years a faithful 
worker in the church. He now resides at Rockville, Md. 

From 1899 to 1902 the class occupied a small room in a corner of 
the church. This proved to be wholly inadequate to accommodate 
the increasing membership, and in 1902 a larger room in another part 
of the church, which had been at one time used as the pastor's study, 
was fitted up and furnished by the class at its own expense, and 
thereafter used and occupied as a class room until December, 1907. 
Prior to this last mentioned date, however, the class membership 
so far outgrew the capacity of the new class room that it became 
necessary to secure still larger quarters. The needs were pressing, 
and to meet them as far as possible under existing conditions, the 
class was accorded the use of the parlor of the church, where it now 
holds its sessions. 

‘ March 14, 1906, the class was organized on modern or “New 
Movement” plans, which event marks an important epoch in its his- 
tory. A constitution was adopted, and from that date we reckon the 
most substantial and gratifying progress. A class spirit and bond of 
union were brought into life and soon became, and still continue to 

be, powerful agencies for accomplishing good results, Each member 

has learned to feel that in his work he has the united sympathy and 
support of his fellow-members and that in all Christian endeavor the 
strength of the entire class is his. A large increase in the member- 
ship was one of the immediate results. A new name was chosen by 

the members and the organization has been since known as the A. B. 

Pugh Class. 

March 17, 1908, a new constitution was adopted—one better 
sttited to the larger membership, and better calculated to meet the 
increasing demands of a wider and more extended field of usefulness. 
Under the old constitution officers were elected semiannually in 
the months of April and October. They were President, Vice-Pres- 
ident, Secretary, Treasurer and Class Historian. he first officers, 
i elected April, 1906, were as follows: President, E. H. Thomas 
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(Virginia); Vice-President, Francis P. Heartsill (Texas); Secretary, E. 
A. Upton (Arkansas); Treasurer, J. N. Kelly (South Carolina). 

The officers elected October, 1906, were: President, FE, A. Upton 
(Arkansas); Vice-President, J. W. Racey (Virginia); Secretary, E. B. 
Stacy (Virginia); Treasurer, Willis S. Warren (North Carolina); 
Class Historian, Edwin S. Rowzee (Virginia). 

‘The officers elected April, 1907, were: President, J. W. Racey 
(Virginia); Vice-President, W. A. McMillan (South Carolina); 
Treasurer, Fred R, Martin (Alabama); Secretary, E. E. Stacy 
(Virginia); Class Historian, Willis B. Robinson ( District of Columbia). 

In October, 1907, the same officers were elected for another term 
of six months. 


The first officers elected under the new constitution were as 
follows: President, F. M. Betts (Arkansas, resigned in June, 1908, 
and Fred R. Martin was elected to fill vacancy); Vice-President, 
George W. Summers (Virginia) cretary. Bernard N. Coe (Vir- 
ginia); Assistant Secretary, T. F, Wright (Virginia); Treasurer, L. T. 
Furr (Virginia, resigned in September, 1908, and was succeeded by 
S. W. Rogers); Assistant Treasurer, Henry A. Cox (Tennessee); 
Class Historian, E. E Stacy (Virginia). 

The present officers are: President, Fred R. Martin (Alabama); 
Vice-President, Charles G. Jarboe (Maryland); Secretary, James Ora 
Tolbert (Iowa); Assistant Secretary, W. H. Harlan (Virginia); 
Treasurer, Willis S. Warren (North Carolina); Assistant ‘Treasurer, 
Henry A. Cox (Tennessee); Class Historian, Edward F. Linkins 
(Virginia). 

R.T. Buckingham, of Virginia, was regularly appointed Assistant 
‘Teacher. 

‘The contributions of the class to the current expenses of the 
Sunday School and for the cause of missions, though small in the 
early history and somewhat :rregular at other times, have largely 
increased in recent years. 

Since its organization the class has held a number of interesting 
entertainments and banquets for the benefit of its members and 
friends. Chief among these was an entertainment and banquet given 
especially for the benefit of the several classes of young ladies of the

Sunday School in the spring of 1906, A year later the compliment 
was returned by the young ladies in a most splendid manner, a treat 
which the class greatly enjoyed. 

In 1907 the class accepted a challenge by the Men's Society of 
Mount Vernon Place Church to debate the following question: 
“Resolved, that with the approval of the Cuban people the annexation 
of the Island of Cuba would be beneficial to the United States.'" The 
Men’s Society had the affirmative of the question and was ably repre- 
sented in the debate. ‘The class in supporting the negative of the 
question was represented by D. C. Chambers, E. A. Upton, and J. ¥ 
Racey. ‘The negative won, the honors falling to the representatives 
of this class, 

February 28, 1908, another public debate was held, which was 
participated in by M. D. Keefer and F, A. Millot from the Worley 
Class of Bethany Baptist Church of this city, and by W, R, Seott 
and Charles G. Jarboe of this class. ‘The question was: ‘‘Resolved, 
that immigration to the United States should be further restricted,” 
‘The Worley Class, having choice of sides, chose the affirmative. 
‘The debate was interesting, entertaining, and instructive, The 
negative of the question was splendidly presented and sustained by 
the representatives of this class, who came out more than conquerors, 
winning the debate with ease. 

As expressly declared in the constitution, however, the chief ob- 
jects of the organization are Bible study and Christian culture. Mutual 
helpfulness, social intercourse, the development of those lines of 
character that bind men together ina common brotherhood, and the 
advancement of the membership in the field of literature, are also 
important features of the work. 

In all things the class is loyal to the Sunday School and to the 
Church, We are part of the Sunday School and in all our work sub- 
ject to its authority. The class elects its own officers, but the teacher 
and assistant teacher are appointed through the regular methods pre- 
scribed for the government of the Sunday School, We aim to eculti- 
vate this spirit of loyalty in our membership. We believe it should 
be a dominant principle of all organized classes; otherwise, dangerous 
rocks are sure to appear in the course of the adult class movement.

‘The membership of the class is made up of young men (generally 
between the ages of 20 and 35 years), mostly from the South, though 
a number of other States have been and are represented. ery State 
south of the Potomac, except Florida, is represented in the present 
membership; also the States of Indiana, Iowa, Maine, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Vermont, and Wisconsin. Many of the 
members hold positions in the Civil Service aud attend lectures in the 
colleges mornings and evenings before and after office hours, Thus 
they are enabled to take advantage of the exceptional educational 
opportunities the national capital affords. As a rule they remain 
from two to four years, But few remain longer. When they have 
fitted themselves for their chosen life work most of them go away 
from the city. ‘They either return to their homes or go to some other 
inviting field to take their places in the affairs of the world and to- 
assume the larger responsibilities which their opportunities and educa 
tional acquirements have placed upon them. Thus it is that many 
leave the class every year, while others come to take their places. 

Young men are coming to the national capital in increasing num- 
bers as the years go by. ‘The time they spend here is usually brief, 
and is during the period of life when they need the social and relig- 
ious influences of the Sunday School and Church. This class aims to 
reach as many of them as possible and to furnish them a church home 
while in the city. We induce many to join us, and endeavor to help 
them socially, morally, and spiritually. Along these lines we believe 
the class is doing a good work. 

Probably more than 350 young men have gone out from this class 
during its rather brief history to meet and grapple with the problems 
of life. Among them have b2en business men, lawyers, physicians, 
dentists, civil engineers, and members of other professions, It is 
impossible to give exact figures because of the loss of some of the 
class records containing the names of many former members. It is 
also impossible to give the present addresses of a large number of the 
former members whose names we have, for the reason that prior to 
the organization of March, 1906, no effort was made to keep track of 
those who removed from the city.
